2. The following is a supplemental examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, 
regarding the references cited on the IDS of 14 October 2008: 

US Patent No 6,593,690 to McCormick et al has no particular relevance to the 
instant independent claims. 

Us Patent No 6,643,898 to Yazaki et al teaches a suspension comprising 
nanoparticles of indium and silver (Figure 6a) which is heated such that the indium 
particles are melted. (Figure 6b) Note column 8, lines 26-58. However, the methods of 
Yazaki et al lack the instant step of intermixing nanoparticles or Group I elements with 
an existing suspension that comprises a liquid metal. All mixing that is performed by 
Yazaki et al is done prior to melting of any indium metal particles.
